Not 
only must the Hudson Bay Company be in- 
terdicted, hut Attorney-General Cary de- 
serves lo be removed. If the Representative 
of ih» Crown in a Colony is the fountain of 
justice, we want the proof — let him guard 
the public property and not allow corrupt 
officials to grow rich on public spoil. How 
dillerent is the position of our Attorney- 
General from that of the Procureur-General 
of Trance, Mi Diipin. In the late discussion 
in the French Semite on tho Mires swindles, 
in which high functionaries were involved, 
M. Dupin said : " There were some things 
not forbidden by law which some men 
might do, though others could not, withunt 
offending propriety and decency. (Sensa- 
tion.') Trance was told one day to get rich. 
But then ate men who, from their rouTiCAr. 
rosiTION, havj'no right to get rich." Our 
Attorney-General has tried to get rich by- 
being connected with the purchase of the 
public Springs, In his political position ha 
had no right. If, therefore, Gov. Douglas 
wishes lo purify tho atmosphere of his Col- 
onial Court, he will have ta rid himself of 
siieh unscrupulous men nt the head of his 
government. Every man in a political posi- 
tion has no right to get rich at the public ex- 
pense.
